REPORT DIPLOMATIC PLOT WASHINGTON FEARS

PARIS, March 28.— The con­ 
dition of Raymond Vincent De 
Trafford, young adon of a tit­ 
led British family, who was 
shot and seriously wounded by 
the Countess De Janze, the for­ 
mer Alice Silverthorne of Chi­ 
cago, who later tried to kill 
herself, was very grave at noon 
today. 
His condition was even 
more serious than that of the 
countess despite the fact that 
the bullet fired by the latter 
with suicidal Intent pierced the 
stomach, 
Intestines 
and 
kid­ 
neys. 
Joseph Duvlvier. atto rn ey em ploy-1 
ed in behalf of tho countess, re­ 
vealed th a t she had filed suit for 
divorce in the Seine trib u n al some j | 
tim e ago. 
The form alities cf “at- 5 
tem pted reconciliation,” w hich is a 
prelim inary in French divorce ac­ 
tions, had already been completed. 
The countess, who is a cousin of 
Mrs. J. Ogden Armour, of Chicago, 
is technically under a r re s t a t La 
Riboisiere hospital, 
although the 
seriousness of h er condition m akes 
it unnecessary for a police guard. 
If she recovers sufficiently she will 
be transferred to a prison, charged 
with the shooting of De Trafford. 
'‘If the countess recovers,” said 
A ttorney Duvivier, "she undoubted­ 
ly will be tried for assault. If De 
Trafford 
should 
die 
the

would be a more serious one.” 
Rudolph De Trafford, b rother of 
Raym ond, arrived from London and 
hurried to the hospital. T he wound­ 
ed m an was so weak th a t h e could 
only whisper m onosyllables In re ­ 
sponse to his brother’s questions.
